Taxless Town

i THESE days when tax assessors hover 
like black ghosts over farms, bank ac 
counts and salaries, Chanute, Kan. has 
thrown a gauntlet in the face of Benjamin 
Franklin’s shrewd: maxim, “In this word 
nothing is certain but death and taxes.” For 
Chanute is a taxless town. 

In Chanute the revenue derived from citye 

owned utilities, water, gas and electricity, 
pays all the costs of operating the muniei- 
pality of the town. This does not include 
the county and State taxes with which the 
schools are supported. But it covers all as- 
pects of city government services. 
I recalled the warning given me by a rich 
man in a Kansas city who frowned upon the 
Chanute system. “You can’t beat taxes. It’s 
subterfuge to say you do. It takes money 
to run governments and somebody has got 
to pay it. If a statement sent to you for 
payment is listed as gas, water and elec- 
tricity, and you pay it with money spent te 
keep up the city, it’s taxes, despite its trick 
name.” 

But Mayor H. W. Loy of Chanute doesn’t 
let that argument bother ‘him. Ag he e— 
plained to me:

for the arrest were not immediately 
forthcoming. 

The disorder attended a demon- 
stration of thousands of Com- 
munists in memory of a Cuban 
Communist leader killed in Mexico 
four years ago and whose ashes 
were to have been interred in a 
huge obelisk in Fraternity Park 
built by Communists. 

This was in opposition to Gov- 
ernment wishes and this disagree- 
ment apparently brought on the 
shooting from the housetops near 
the park and started the general 
fight. 

Through the night shots were 
heard intermittently, automobiles 
rushed through the city, and sol- 
diers remained on guard. Feeling 
between troopers and Communists 
continued at high pitch. 

New Outbreak Feared. 

Many persons feared a new out- 
break, for the ashes of the slain 
youth, thé student Julio Antonio 
Mella, apparently were in the hands 
of the soldiers, who planned to bury 
them in Colon Cemetery today. 

A statement issued by the Gov- 
ernment said the demonstration 
had been authorized but when it 
was learned the Communists 
planned to bury the remains in 
Fraternity Park an army captain 
was sent to ask Communist lead- 
ets to conduct the funeral in the 
Municipal Cemetery. 

Then, the communique added, a 
company of artillery commanded 
by Capt. Jose Hernandez Ruda was 
gent to the vicinity “to prevent dis- 
orders and protect demonstrators 
because the Government had been 
informed that its enemies were 
planning to créate disorders. 

“A few seconds later seyeral 
shots were fired and Capt. Hernan- 
dez Ruda fell mortally wounded, 
The soldiers, upon being attacked, 
started to shoot in the air to dis- 
perse the crowd, but as the crowd 
was hostile, and as several shots 
were fired at the soldiers, they 
fired back. Two soldiers were 
wounded.” 

Rain During Fighting. 

As the shooting continued, 
frightened householders scurried 
for cover. High tension lines were 
broken. A heavy rain 
sniper firing down from anti-Inm- 
perialist League headquarters 
wounded one soldier. Troops there 
upon stormed the building. 

As dusk fell, the city had the 
appearance of a battle ground, with 
an airplane flying overhead, cav- 
alry, infantry and navy patrols 
everywhere, and an improvised tank 
lumbering about. The plané, an 
army machine, later crashed. Its 
occupants escaped injury. . 

Joe Gibson, yéars old, an 
American newsreel photographeér, 
received buckshot wounds in the 
leg.

Minimum and Maximum. 

Unless there is a change of atti- 
tude by farm officials, only the 
price to be paid the dairy farmer 
and the highest price which may 
be charged the person who buys 
the milk is to be allowed. 

Farm prices must be lifted quick- 
ly, farm officials believe. The vol- 
untary agreement method has been 
slow. Officials said it would sim- 
plify matters if an industry were 
told what price it might pay the 
producer, establish a maximum to 
protect the consumer in certain 
cases, and let competition take care 
of the retail price. 

In checking over the voluntary 
agreements signed thus far, offi- 
cials have come to the conclusion 
that in many of them the farmer 
got too little and the consumer paid 
too much.

He 
said, however, that King was at 
fault “in running a little too fast 
and not having his train under 
proper control.” 

“In general,” he stated, “the cause 
of the wreck was the lack of ap- 
preciation on the part of the mem- 
bers of the different crews and ac- 
tors to fully comprehend their re- 
sponsibility and the inattentiveness 
of the members of the crews oper- 
ating trains No. 90 (a freight train 
on a siding), No. 8, (the passenger 
train), and No. Third-2 (the milk 
train) to observe the operating 
rules of the road and the neglect 
to exercise that degree of care and 
caution which existing conditions 
would dictate and relying for safe- 
ty upon the assumption that some 
person other than themselves would 
exercise greater prudence.” 

Accusation Against Road. 

The railroad company was 
blamed for allowing switching op- 
erations such as were being car- 
ried on when the Atlantic Express 
was stopped, and for compelling 
the engineer of the milk train to 
enter the block when the signals 
indicated dariger. 

The engineer of the passenger 
train was in error, Coroner Hitch- 
cock said, in not whistling his flag- 
man out sooner and the flagman 
was criticised for waiting for the 
engineer’s signal before going 
back to protect the rear of his 
train.

Rates Myer Ahead of Critz. 

I have not seen much of Critz 
but I know from-what I have heard 
that he is a marvelous defensive 
player. He holds his place day af- 
ter day in spite of a batting aver- 
age below .250, so he must be bril- 
liant in the field. I would rate Critz 
above Myer defensively, but Buddy 
is so much better with the stick 
that he must be classed as a 
stronger, allround player. 

From all accounts, the shortstop- 
ping of the Giants is all that it 
should be. “Blondy” Ryan has 
meant a lot more to the National 
League champions than one might 
suspect in looking at his batting 
mark down around .225. Defensive- 
ly there is no marked choice be- 
tween Ryan and Cronin, but again 
that power at the plate steps up to 
settle the argument. Cronin is one 
of the great allround players of the 
year, and Ryan one of the great in- 
fielders.

Jackson at Disadvantage. 

At third base, the Giants present 
an uncertainty, and the Senators 
have the best defensive third base- 
an in the American League. With: 
ohnny Vergez on the job, I would 
call this position a toss-up, each be- 
ing a high class infielder and not 
far apart in hitting. But Travis 
Jackson, one of the great infield- 
ers of recent years, is handicapped 
doubly. One is the physical side, a 
weakness of the knees may strike 
him at an inopportune time. The 
other is that he is thrown into a 
position at which he is not entirely 
familiar, and in a series where so 
much may depend on one play. 
Dressen, if he is permitted to play, 
is neither a Jackson at bat nor a 
Vergcez in the field. 

I rate Washington as stronger in 
infielders. At the same time I think 
the Giants’ infield, defensively, is 
stronger than most of the world 
series infields of recent years.

In such a case a line drive to the 
outfield played properly or improp- 
erly may make all the difference in 
the world, 

However, I think I can show that 
even in hitting the Senators’ ad- 
vantage may not be quite as pro 
nounced as the batting averages of 
the rival players indicate. As I 
mentioned before the livelier ball in 
the American League must be taken 
into account. 

Senators Hold Advantage. 

Still, baH or. no ball, the Senators 
have an edge. Manush, hitting .332, 
has been up among the leaders in 
the American League all season. 
Schulte has been an even .300 hitter, 
Goslin’s mark is .298, and the re- 
serves, Rice and Harris, have 
marks of .291 and .278, respectively. 

The Giants haven’t a .300 hitter 
in the outfield. Moore is on top 
with .206. Ott has .284 and Davis 
,261. These, as I understand it, will 
be Terry’s starting outfielders. The 
alternates, O’Doul and Peel, show 
averages of .282 and .241. 

Incidentally, it will be noted that 
while O’Doul has a much better 
mark than Davis, Terry has been 
inclined to make evén this sacrifice 
in his hitting strength in order to 
make his defense as airtight as 
possible. 

Despite the marked difference in 
the avérages I still contend that the 
Senators’ edge in hitting is not so 
pronounced as it appears to be. 
Manush is a splendid and danger- 
ous hitter but despite his nearly 50- 
point advantage he has not proved 
himself the equal of Ott in driving 
in runs. Ott is one of the National 
League's leaders in runs batted in 
this season. 

Ott Has a Great Record. 

I think the records will show 
that Ott drove in more runs than 
Manush, which stands out even 
more remarkable when it is consid- 
ered that the Senators during the 
season scored and drove in more 
than 200 ‘runs more than the 
Giants. 

Moore is a greatly improved hit- 
ter and should prove himself on a 
par with either Schulte or Goslin, 
though perhaps not so 1ong a hitter. 
Davis, though, is below either of the 
two Senators in hitting strength. 

Then there is O’Doul who must 
not be overlooked. If he gets a 
chance to start or appears as a 
pinchhitter he is certain to be dan- 
gerous especially in the games in 
Washington where the livelier 
American League ball will be used. 

Defensively I should say the 
Giants have a marked advantage. 
Moore has done some brilliant field- 
ing for the Giants this year and 


Davis, too, is a very fine and re- 
liable fielder. Both havo the edge 
over Manush and Schulte. And Ott 
has it all over Goslin. Especially 


will this advantage show at the 
Polo Grounds where Ott has the

Torture, Ancient Custom.

Te Government’s problem just 


now seems to be strikes, rather 
than hours and wages. In 
Pittsburgh, 3000 to 5000 miners, 
singing a8 they go, request Car- 
negie steel workers to join a “holi- 
day movement” with 85,000 other 
steel and mine workers in three 
states. | 
Carlyle said: “Give me the man 
who sings at his work,” but a 
crowd of 5000 that sings as it 
strikes puzzles those trying to re- 
establish American industry. A 
strike seems hardly a thing to. sing 
about, at the moment. 


Automobile workmen on strike 
in New Jersey demand better 
working conditions, five-day week, 
seven-hour day, minimum pay of 


five dollars for seven hours, to in- 


clude all unskilled labor, with high- 
er pay for skilled labor. 

That goes a little beyond recent 
utopian industrial dreams. 


William Green, head of the 
American Federation of Labor, be- 
lieves Congress should include a 
five-day, 30-hour-week in the re- 
covery code. Six hours a day for 
five days should allow reasonable 
leisure. Mr. Green tells the metals 
trades of the American Federation 
of Labor “recovery in employment 
is slow.” It might be slower. 

An important point is sometimes 
overlooked, namely, that in plan- 
ning hours and wages, you must 
also plan for somebody to pay the 
wages. 


President Sacasa of Nicaragua, 
forbids hereafter torture of politi- 
cal prisoners to make them con- 
fess sedition. 

Some in this country that will 
shudder at the thought of tortur- 
ing helpless.prisoners might be 
enlightened if they could look into 
some police stations and prison 
cells. 

Torture, an old institution among 
human beings, still prevails in 
many places. It Was once a matter 
of course everywhere. Well-mean- 
ing judges, when forbidden to tor- 
ture witnesses, even though accused 
of no crimes, protested that jus- 
tice could not survive the aboli- 
tion of torture. 


In Rome at one time certain per- 
sons could not be tortured. These 
included soldiers, children under 
14 and expectant mothers, unless 
they were accused of treason or 
sorcery. When the French Revolu- 
tion abolished torture, that was 
called a radical, dangerous, unwise 
and altogether reprehensible attack 
on justice. 

Roman law that forbade the tor- 
ture of expectant mothers, unless 
accused of treason or sorcery, also 
allowed such women to pick and eat 
fruit in any garden without inter- 
ference or punishment. They may 
not do that now. 

Old China forbade torture of chil- 
dren under 15 and adults past 70. 
Sawing the accused in two, length- 
wise, has been an unpleasant, 
though popular, punishment in Asia. 


Dr. Blake, teacher of dramatics 
at Columbia University, tells poker 
players: “Don’t watch your adver- 
sary’s face, look at his ELBOWS. 
If he holds them close, he is trying 
to control emotion and that means 
‘bluffing.’ ” 

Another who knows more about 
poker than Dr. Blake could possibly 
know, Mr. M. L. of Chicago, who 
knows many things, says “When 
you play poker, watch the othér 
man’s THUMBS. It cost'me money 
to learn how to keep my thumb 
from jerking nervously when I 
bluffed.”. In Hindoo courts, when 
barefoot natives testify, lawyers 
watch the witness’ big toes. When 
they move involuntarily, the witness 
is lying. The face is always calm. 

There is a third piece of advice, 
Better than the two given above, 
namely, DON’T GAMBLE.
